The Wool Grow- 
ers' Association, which is a misnomer, 
is the orguiiiTUtion that has pushed 
this proposition for an increased duty 
ou wool, uud if tho luuinberM of that 
as.socialiou could be subjected to a 
cross-examination it would doubtless 
Ix' found that their interests are oom- 
inercial rather than agr icultural. 

.V brief review of thi' history of WOOl 
uniler tho protective system will 
show that the proposotl leglslatiott 
will not only not Ix'nolit tho farmer, 
but that it is hostile to his iuterests. 

During the last twenty years wool 
has been protected. Under tho pres- 
ent law the average rate of duty on 
uuwusIiihI wool is 421 I""" cent., on 
washed wcrjI U\ ikt cent. Certainly, 
f a duty on wool helps the farmer, 
tho present rate is high enough to il- 
lustrate Ute benefits tno farmer may 
reasonably expect from the system. 
Twenty years is surely long enough 
in which to make a fair test, and if 
what proteotionists olahn is true we 
ought to find the farmer with increas- 
ng flocks and receiving bettor prices 
for his wiKil. 

True then' has Imm'h an incroase in 
the iiuinlx'r of sheep iu the Uniteil 
State's in the lust twenty years, but 
the increase has lietm insignificant, 
comiiuntl to the increase in wealth 
and |Ki|iiilalion, and the .statement is 
flen made, that many of the largest 
flocks belong to aliens and abwutees. 
But how do the prices of wool, which 
is the reel question that concerns the 
farmer, compare with the jirices he 
ns-eii-ed under the formersystem, and 
what bus been the tendency of pritHis 
under proteotion t 

Wool for which the fanner received 
liO cents in 18C)I) under a low tariff 
dis'liiusl t<i IS cents ill 1870 under the 
presoul system, while he is only able 
this year to get for the same grade of 
woof 88 to 40 cents. Comment 
is unnecessary. The present high 
rales of duty on wool have provisi iii- 
aihs|iiate to even stay the doivnward 
tendency in prices. 

While protection has failed to give 
the farmer lx>tter prices for his wool, 
it has com|x>ll>xl him to pay higher 
prices for woolen goods, (or fanning 
implements, fence-wire, the twine 
with which he binds his wheat and 
the hugsin which he sacks it. as well 
us for the many oilier things lie con- 
sumes iu liis family and uses iu liis 
business.
